Flames  Spread  Through  Luxurious  French  Ship, 
Atlantique  With  Great  Rapidity — More  Than 
200  of  Crew  Picked  Up  hy  Four  Rescue 
Vessels — Cause  Not  Yet  Determined 

CHERBOURG,  France.  Jan.  5  (AP).— The  luxurious  liner 
Atlantique  was  wrecked  by  a  furious  fire  Wednesday  in 
the  English  Channel  while  proceeding  to  Havre  for  over- 
hauling without  passengers,  with  the  loss  of  lives  placed  early 
this  morning  at  seventeen. 

Latest  available  figures  here  showed  that  228  persons  were 
aboard,  of  whom  211  arrived  here  during  the  night  on  four  res- 
cue vessels.  The  victims  either  suffocated  at  their  posts  of  duty 
or  drowned  when  a  lifeboat  upset. 

All  those  rescued  were  utterly  ex- 
hausted when  they  were  brought 
here.  All  their  possessions  had  been 
lost. 

SHIP  STILL  BURNING 
The  wreck  was  still  burning  this 
morning  and  it  was  being  blown  In 
a  northerly  direction  in  a  rough 
sea.  The  vessel  was  owned  by  the 
Compagnle  dc  Navlgatione  Sudat- 
lantique,  of  Paris. 

Leon  Meyer.  French  Minister  of 
the  Merchant  Marine,  arrived  here 
this  morning.

HAD  FATAL  FALL 


SEATTLE.  Jan.  4— The  coroner  s 
office  said  today  William  Walcott. 
forty-two.  warehouse  man  of  Van- 
couver. B.C.,  apparently  fell  from  a 
fifteen-foot  ladder  Monday  night 
and  died  of  a  fractured  skull.  He 
has  relatives  in  Vancouver. 


There  was  no  serious  crime  com- 
mitted in  Oak  Bay  during  last  year, 
according  to  the  twentieth  annual 
report  Just  completed  by  Chief  of 
Police  John  Syme.  There  were 
eight  cases  of  house-breaking  in 
1932,  an  increase  of  five  over  1931. 
In  four  of  the  cases,  however,  the 
property  was  recovered  and  the 
thieves  arrested. 

Property  valued  at  $2,655.70  was 
stolen  in  all  and  of  this  amount. 
$1,485  was  recovered.  There  were 
thirty-six  fewer  police  court  cases 
last  year  compared  with  1931.  In 
all  seventy-one  persons  appeared  in 
court,  and  fifty-eight  convictions 
were  obtained. 

During  the  year  the  police  collected 
$3,346.50  in  fipes  and  various 
licences.  In  all/ the  police  attended 
to  1,400  reports.  Thirteen  persons 
were  injured  and  one  killed  In 
eighteen  motor  accidents.  This  Is 
a  decrease  compared  with  1931. 
Three  other  accidents  occured  in 
which  one  person  was  drowned  and 
two  injured.  Forty-five  fire  calls 
were  answered  and  the  loss  re- 
ported as  $3,520.25.  This  is  the 
lowest  fire  loss  for  many  years. 

In  concluding  his  report.  Chief 
8yme  paid  tribute  to  the  efficiency 
of  the  city  and  district  police  de- 
partments and  thanked  them  lor 
their  co-operation.

PORT  HOPE,  Ont..  Jan.  4.  —  Early  in  the  New  Year 
there  will  appear  in  Canada  the  initial  production  of  a 
steady  stream  of  radium  which  will  constitute  the  first 
real  threat  to  Belgian  monopoly  of  the  world  market  for  that 
precious  element  since  the  American  plants  treating  Colorado 
ores  were  forced  by  competition  of  the  rich  Belgian  Congo 
ores  to  close  in  1922.  6 

It  Is  less  than  three  years  since  of  America 
that  day  in  March.  1930.  when  Gil- 
bert   LaBine,    leaving    his  snow- 


blinded  companion  for  a  few  hours, 
found  on  the  face  of  a  cliff,  bared 
of  snow  by  the  strengthening  south- 
ern sun,  a  black  substance  he  recog- 
nized as  pitchblende,  the  mother  of 
radium.  It  is  a  far  cry  from  Echo 
Bay.  Just  south  of  the  Arctic  Circle 
on  Oreat  Bear  Lake,  where  the  find 
was  made,  to  the  picturesque  county 
seat  of  Port  Hope  on  Lake  Ontario. 
ALREADY  HAVE  ORE 
Yet,  In  the  latter  town,  situated 
some  sixty  miles  east  of  Toronto, 
there  Is  in  final  stages  of  assembly 
a  plant — already  supplied  with  ore 
from  the  far  northwest  for  many 
months  of  operation  —  destined 
shortly  to  swell  the  hoarded  supply 
of  that  rare  mineral  on  which  is 
based  so  much  of  the  hope  of  the 
harassed  medical  profession  In  Its 
fight  against  the  modern  scourge, 
cancer 


Directing  the  technical  side  of  in- 
stallation and  treatment  is  Marcel 
Pochon,  only  remaining  member  of 
*hat  little  band  of  chemists  which 
gathered  in  the  early  years  of  the 
present  century  around  the  Danne 
brothers,  assistants  of  Madame 
Curie,  to  study  the  commercial  pro- 
duction of  radium.

Other  personnel  of  the  plant  in- 
cludes Oilbert  LaBlne.  Eldorado 
Mines'  managing  director,  and  dis- 
coverer of  the  Oreat  Bear  silver- 
pitchblende  deposits;  Edgar  H.  Le- 
Crone.  who  will  take  charge  of  in- 
itial concentration,  and  was  for- 
merly with  the  Radium  Corporation

/"OPENING  weeks  of  1933  will  see  Canada  established  as  an  impor- 
ts* tant  source  of  that  great  boon  of  suffering  humanity— radium. 
Less  than  three  years  after  the  discovery  of  pitchblende  ore  on  the 
shores  of  Great  Bear  Lake  in  the  far  Northwest,  the  first  minute  but 
valuable  shipment  of  the  rare  element  will  go  forward  from  the  newly- 
completed  plant  at  Port  Hope,  Ont.  In  the  above  layout  is  shown: 
(Top)  LaBine  Point,  Echo  Bay,  from  which  the  radium-bearing  ore

A  deputation  of  three  trustees  will 
wait  upon  Hon.  Joshua  Hlnchllffe, 
Minister  of  Education,  to  protest  on 
behalf  of  the  city  school  board,  the 
I  reduction  in  the  grant  toward  teach- 
ers' salaries.  This  was  decided  upon 
at  last  night's  meeting  of  the  board, 
|  the  first  one  of  the  year. 

The  motion  was  sponsored  by 
|Trust«e  P.  E.  Oeorge,  and  seconded 
by  Trustee  Victor  Emery,  after 
Oeorge  H.  Deane,  municipal  school 
Inspector,  had  given  an  outline  of 
the  city's  finances  In  respect  to  Gov- 
ernment grants. 

Mr.  Deane  said  that  the  reduction 
this  year  would  amount  to  $35,000. 
which  is  approximately  10  per  cent 
of  the  teachers'  payroll. 

ON  NEW  BASIS 
The  grant  was  made  by  the  Gov- 
ernment on  an  entirely  new  bas»s, 
he  declared.  The  city's  assessed 
value  was  the  basis  of  the  new 
grants,  which  would  become  effec- 
tive April  1.  Until  then  the  grants 
would  continue  on  the  old  basis  so 
that  for  the  first  three  months  of 
this  year,  the  grant  in  respect  to 
high  school  teachers  would  be 
$8,311.  as  against  $8,400  for  the  re- 
maining nine  months.  The  grant 
in  respect  to  teachers  in  elementary 
schools  would  be  $15,675  for  the  first 
three  months  and  $31,000  for  the  re- 
maining nine  months. 

Under  the  new  system,  the  city 
would  receive  $250  towards  each 
high  school  teacher's  salary,  and 
$330  toward  the  salary  of  each 
teacher  in  the  elementary  schools. 
The  total  revenue,  he  said,  from 
Oovernment  grants,  would  be 
$74,000. 

The  city's  payroll  for  teachers  per 
month  amounted  to  $35,558,  Mr 
Deane  stated,  so  that  this  year's

CITIES  PENALIZED 

Trustee  Oeorge  said  that  his  view 
of  the  new  system  of  grants  was 
that  the  larger  centres  were  being 
penalised  so  that  the  rural  districts 
might  benefit.  There  were  instances, 
he  asserted,  where  a  district  would 
receive  grants  from  the  Govern- 
ment equal  to  the  salaries  paid  the 
teachers,  and  yet  these  districts 
have  not  the  other  services  to  main- 
tain that  the  larger  centres  have 
In  some  cases  the  only  service  they 
have  to  maintain,  he  declared,  was 
that  of  education. 

In  supporting  the  motion.  Trustee 
Emery  reiterated  the  same  argu- 
ment, while  Trustee  J.  M.  Camp- 
bell said  that  it  seemed  strange  that 
education  should  be  singled  out  to 
bear  the  brunt  of  the  Government's 
economy  programme.  Trustee  J.  L. 
Beckwith  compared  Oak  Bay  and 
Saanich  with  the  citv  and  pointed 
out  that  these  municipalities  would 
benefit  under  the  scheme,  as  com- 
pared with  the  city,  and  yet  these 
municipalities  had  fewer  other  serv- 
ices to  maintain.

Rain  has  extended  as  far  as  Ore- 
gon as  a  result  of  an  abnormally 
low  barometer  over  Northern  British 
Columbia.

ewan. 

The  forecast  for  Victoria  for  the 
next  twenty-four  hours  is  moderate 
to  fresh  south  and  west  winds, 
partly  cloudy  and  mild  with  oc- 
casional rain. 


Fred  Landsberg,  director  of  the 
Canadian  National  Institute  for  the 
Blind,  has  returned  from  Vancouver, 
where  the  regular  monthly  meeting 
of  the  organization  was  held.  He 
brought  with  him  the  following  In- 
teresting report  on  the  institutes 
activities: 

"In  Victoria,  the  six  blind  women 
at  the  Old  Ladies'  Home  are  visited 
regularly.  Two  of  them  have  learned 
to  make  woolen  scarves  and  knitted 
bags,  and  find  great  pleasure  In 
being  occupied.  One  elderly  lady, 
who  has  absolutely  no  monev  of  her 
own,  Is  making  a  little  pocket 
money  In  this  way. 

MAKING  BAGS 

"A  patient  at  the  JubUee  Hos- 
pital. Victoria,  who  Is  bedridden 
with  arthritis,  has  recently  learned 
to  make  shopping  bags  on  a  wooden 
frame.  One  hand  is  much  too  crip- 
pled to  use,  but  it  is  hoped  that 
working  with  the  other  will  help  to 
prevent  the  Joints  from  becoming 
stiffened. 

"During  the  past  month,  nine  new 
cases  have  been  reported  and  Inves- 
tigated. In  addition  to  this,  service 
has  been  given  in  nine  cases  of  pre- 
vention of  blindness. 

"The  demand  for  clothing  has 
been  very  great  this  year,  and  In 
the  last  few  weeks  ninety-four 
articles  of  much-needed  clothing 
have  been  distributed.  Eighteen 
names  have  been  accepted  by  the 
Province  Santa  Claus  fund,  and 
hampers  were  sent  to  these  needy 
families. 

RELIEF  ESTABLISHED 

"City  relief  has  been  established 
in  one  case,  and  boarding  homes 
found  for  two  blind  men.  Three 
deaths  have  been   reported:  Mrs

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TAX  COLLECTING  INDUSTRY 


There  la  to  be  another  conference  at  Ottawa 
the  Federal  Government  and  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Provinces.  Primarily  It  is  to 
devise  a  policy  for  dealing  with  unemployment, 
with  a  proposal  for  unemployment  insurance 
as  the  basis  of  discussion.  There  is  another 
question  as  well  which  should  be  brought  to  the 
fore  again  especially  In  these  times  when  taxa- 
tion is  such  an  incubus  on  the  development  of 
business.  That  is  the  matter  of  overlapping 
taxation.  This  problem  has  been  raised  again 
and  again,  particularly  in  relation  to  income 
tax.  It  is  an  anachronism  that  people  any- 
where in  the  Dominion  should  have  to  pay  two 
income  taxes.  There  Is  inequity  in  the  levy, 
Inasmuch  as  the  duplication  is  not  Dominion- 
wide. 

There  is  no  uniformity  in  the  country  in 
the  levying  of  income  tax.  There  are  provinces 
in  which  only  one  Income  tax  Is  collected, 
namely,  that  levied  by  the  Dominion  Govern- 
ment. In  Toronto  there  is  a  municipal  Income 
tax  as  well  as  a  Federal.  In  British  Columbia 
the  people  are  called  upon  to  pay  this  tax  to 
both  Federal  and  Provincial  authorities.  There 
are  some  places  in  the  Dominion  where  three 
income  taxes  are  imposed.  This  duplication, 
and  even  triplication  of  the  same  tax,  has  im- 
posed too  heavy  hardship  on  too  many  persons. 
They  have  been  feeling  it  more  and  more  in  a 
domestic  and  business  sense.  This  character  of 
taxation  has  interfered  with  the  provision  of 
employment.  Very  naturally,  too,  because  of  de- 
pression and  falling  incomes,  the  taxation  au- 
thorities have  been  getting  smaller  results  in 
collections. 

There  seems  to  be  a  contest  between  the  Fed- 
eral and  provincial  authorities  in  seizing  upon 
sources  of  taxation.  In  the  process  the  munici- 
palities are  ground  between  the  upper  and 
nether  millstone.  This  aspect  of  the  situation 
is  drawn  attention  to  by  The  Calgary  Herald, 
which  points  out  that  the  two  chief  tax  gather- 
ers, the  Federal  and  Provincial  Governments 
have  refused  to  recognize  prletr  claims  to  rev- 
enue on  the  part  of  municipal  governments.  It 
(hen  says:  "During  the  depression  especially 
there  has  been  a  tendency  to  reach  out  and  Lap 
all  possible  sources  of  revenue.  Ottawa  is  stead- 
ily broadening  its  taxation  field,  the  Alberta 
Government  is  seizing  every  tax  in  sight  and  the 
cities  of  Alberta  are  left  in  the  cold.  They  do 
not  share  in  gasoline  revenue,  liquor  revenue, 
the  amusement  tax  or  scarcely  anything  else  the 
Provincial  Government  can  collect.  Th»y  are 
reduced  almost  entirely  to  taxing  real  estate  and 
improvements  and  imposing  local  licence  fees  " 

The  municipalities  of  British  Columbia  are 
not  so  badly  handicapped  as  those  in  Alberta, 
but  in  this  province  there  is  a  good  deal  of  con- 
cern about  the  whole  taxation  situation  and  the 
inequitable  division  of  sources  of  taxation.  It 
is  on  the  matter  of  such  a  division  that  the 
coining  conference  at  Ottawa  should  reach  a 
dsclsion.    Duplication  of  taxation  means  dupli- 
cation of  tax-gathering  machinery.    There  are 
two  sets  of  officials  in  this  province  collecting 
income  tax  and  the  process  involves  a  sheer 
waste  of  public  moneys,     it  is  waste  of  this 
character   that  the  people   are  growing  more 
openly  hostile  to.  especially  in  these  times.  There 
is  recognition,  too.  that  the  right  to  collect  in- 
come tax  should  be  definitely  assigned  to  either 
the  Dominion  or  the  Provincial  authority  but 
not  to  both.     Wh.-n  the  plea  for  economy  in 
administration  has  grown  so  strong,  these  and 
related  matters  should  be  decided  as  between 
the  Federal  and  provincial  authorities  with  due 
regard  given  to  the  taxation  powers  of  munici- 
palities.   The  goal  to  be  reached  Is  lower  taxa- 
tion.   That  should  be  a  paramount  aim  of  all 
governments.

Perhaps  that  percentage  will  be  in- 
creased as  the  Empire  trade  treaties  make  their 
effect  more  widely  felt.  In  the  meantime,  two- 
thirds  of  British  tonnage  is  employed  in  trade 
between  the  Empire  and  foreign  countries,  and 
between  foreign  countries  themselves.  The  re- 
cstablishment  of  the  shipping  industry,  there- 
fore, depends  on  the  revival  of  world  trade. 
When  a  World  Economic  Conference  is  held,  one 
object  It  should  have  In  view  Is  the  removal  of 
harmful  trade  barriers  In  relation  to  shipping 
Those  who  know  the  history  of  shipping  and 
its  present  need  are  persuaded  that  free  access 
to  an  open  freight  market  is  essential  to  the 
prosperity  of  International  commerce.

INCREASED  GOLD  PRODUCTION 


There  are  few  more  hopeful  signs  of  the  times 
than  the  increase,  steadily  maintained.  In  gold 
production.  In  1929.  the  yield  was  $390,000,000; 
In  1930.  $420,000,000;  in  1931.  $440,000,000,  and 
in  1932,  $460,000,000.  With  the  impression  cre- 
ated that  there  Is  a  shortage  in  the  gold  supply 
the  world  over  there  Is  prospecting  going  on  in 
a  widespread  way  and  intensified  mineral  de- 
velopment In  the  effort  to  make  good  the  short- 
age. In  the  process  of  relieving  the  situation, 
India  is  giving  up  her  hoarded  gold  because  of 
the  attractive  price  now  offered  for  it.  The  esti- 
mate is  that  the  reserves  of  central  banks  and 
governments  since  June,  1929,  have  been  in- 
creased by  $1,500,000,000. 

The  history  of  depressions  within  modern 
times  is  that  there  has  been  an  Increase  in 
gold  production  and  that  increase  is  perhaps 
more  marked  at  the  present  than  ever  before. 
In  the  past  such  increase  has  been  a  substantial 
factor  in  bringing  about  renewed  prosperity,  and 
there  is  a  very  general  belief  that  history  will 
repeat  Itself,  and  before  long.    It  is  true  that 
on  this  occasion  there  are  certain  problems  call- 
ing Insistently  for  settlement,  and  particularly 
that  affecting  war  debts.    These  problems  are 
being  canvassed  by  governments.    In  the  mean- 
time, so  far  as  increased  gold  production  is 
doing  its  share  in  righting  economic  conditions, 
Canada  is  playing  a  substantial  part.  This 
country  is  npw  the  second  greatest  gold  pro- 
ducer in  the  world,  being  only  exceeded  In  that 
respect  by  South  Africa.     The  Increased  gold 
Production  here  Is  proving  a  source  of  strength 
to  the  Federal  Government  and  Is  beginning  to 
make  its  effect   felt  on  the   general  business 
situation. 


We  see  by  the  paper  (editorial 
page  of  Tuesday  morning)  that  Sir 
James  Barrie,  a  past  master  of  hi* 
craft,    has    been    portraying  in 
glowing    colors    the    pleasure  of 
wooing    that    at    present  eluaive 
witch,  hard    work.

In 
the  present  Instance,  he  said,  the 
committee  was  endeavoring  to  find 
a  means  of  assisting  in  the  dis- 
posal of  this  surplus  without  any 
outlay  or  guarantee  on  the  part  of 
the  Province. 

HOPE  FOR  SOLUTION 
Plans  were  shaping  in  which  it 
was  hoped  to  effect  some  solution 
of  the  present  problem,  whereby 
the  shipment  would  be  released  and 
allowed  to  proceed  to  market  with 
satisfaction  all  round  for  those 
with  an  equity  In  the  egg*.  At 
present  the  banks,  who  hold  the 
warehouse  receipts  and  cold  stor- 
age charges  against  the  eggs,  deny 
their  movement  until  these  charges 
are  satisfied,  it  wa*  represented. 

After  a  series  of  nine  or  ten 
meetings,  the  committee  was  hope- 
ful that  its  larger  efforts  to  bring 
poultry  producers  together  for  their 
own  good  would  succeed,  Mr. 
Lougheed  said. 

British  Columbia  produces  about 
24.000.000  dozen  eggs  in  the  year, 
or  4,000,000  more  than  the  amount 
for  which  a  ready  market  can  bei 
found.  Orderly  marketing  and  sus- 
tained shipments  to  the  United 
Kingdom  market  of  the  exportable 
surplus- each  year  would  stabilize 
the  Industry  and  give  greater  re- 
turns to  the  producer.

FALLACY  OF  SHIP  SUBSIDIES 


The  Chamber  of  Shipping  of  the  United 
Kingdom  believes  that  one  of  the  most  mis- 
chievous barriers  to  world  trade  is  the  discrimi- 
nation shown  in  the  form  of  shipbuilding  and 
operating  subsidies,  of  preferences  to  cargoes 
carried  in  native  ships  and  of  restrictions  on 
cargoes  carried  in  foreign  ships.  In  a  report  It 
is  admitted  that  the  wiping  out  of  such  subs! 
dies  and  restrictions  would  not  provide  employ 
ment  for  all  shipping.  From  the  British  stand- 
point what  Is  wanted,  as  well,  la  retaliatory 
measures  In  defence  of  British  shipping.  It 
might  not  be  necessary  to  put  such  into  effect, 
but  the  threat  of  them  would  prove  an  argu- 
ment In  sweeping  away  all  forms  of  flag  dis- 
crimination. g

Civilian  casualties  were 
accounted  for  by  the  Intense  bom 
bardment  from  land,  sea  and  air. 

British  authorities  took  precau- 
tions to  safeguard  British  interests 
in  the  area  of  conflict.  Admiral 
Sir  Howard  Kelly,  commander-in- 
chief  of  the  China  station,  ordered 
the  sloops  Bridgewater  and  Folke- 
stone to  Chinwangtao. 

MUCH  BLOODSHED 
TOKIO,  Jan.  5  (CP).— Japanese 
casualty  reports,  given  out  today, 
show  that  Tuesday's  battle  for  the 
possession  of  the  Important  Chinese 
city  Shanhaikwan.  was  one  of  the 
bloodiest  In  the  fifteen  months  of 
undeclared  war  between  the  Jap- 
anese and  Chinese. 

Four  Japanese  officers  and  fifteen 
enlisted  men  were  killed  in  the 
bitter  fighting,  in  which  air,  naval 
and  land  forces  engaged,  while  three 
officers  and  ninety-nine 
men  and  five  Manchuku 
were  wounded. 
The     Japanese    asserted  they 

the  battlefield,  including  the  regi- 
mental commander." 

It  was  believed,  furthermore,  that 
Japanese  air  bombs  and  destroyers- 
gunfire  killed  many  other  Chinese 
some  of  them  civilians,  at  points 
some  distance  from  the  city. 
CAPTURED  MUNITIONS 
The  Japanese  claimed  they  cap- 
tured two  heavy  trench  mortars 
numerous  light  and  heavy  machine 
guns,  and  large  quantities  of  rifles 
small  arms  and  munitions. 

The  principal  damage  to  the 
ancient  walled  city,  located  strategi- 
cally on  the  Pelping-Mukden  rail- 
road, was  done  by  fires,  it  was 
reported  here.  The  origin  of  these 
blazes,  however,  was  not  deter- 
mined. Several  large  shops  and 
stores  were  destroyed. 

The  confirmation  of  General  Ko- 
taru  N  a  kam  ura's  reported  truce 
terms  was  lacking  here.  Oeneral 
Nakamura,  who  Is  in  command  at 
the  Japanese  garrison  in  Tientsin 
was  understood  to  have  demanded 
neutralization  of  Shanhaikwan  and 
apology  by  the  Chinese  military 
leader.  Chang  Hsiao-Liang,  and 
control  of  the  Shanhaikwan  railway 
station  by  the  Japanese.

237.676.  compared  with  17,835.800 
pounds  vah-e'l  at  $360,705.  during 
November.  1931.  |  '  »> 

In  order  of  value,  the  chief  va- 
rieties landed  were  haddock,  cod. 
lobsters,  smelts,  oysters,  sardines 
and  scallops. 

Prince  Edward  Island  was  the 
only  province  to  record  an  Increase 
In  catch,  and  this  was  dut  to  land- 
ing* of  cod.  All  other  varieties  de- 
creased both  In  catch  and  value,  and 
the  value  of  the  total  was  down 
despite  the  increase  In  quantity.  In 
New  Brunswick  the  catches  of 
smelts,  oysters  and  lobsters  were 
much  lower,  but  the  sardine  catch 
was  greatly  increased.  Nova  Sco- 
tia's decrease  was  due  to  reduced 
landings  of  cod.  haddock  and  mack- 
erel, which  were  more  than  2.000.000 
pounds  less  than  in  November.  1931.

VANCOUVER.  Jan.  4  (CP).— 
British  Columbia's  1932  canned  sal- 
mon pack  totaled  1,081.031,  forty- 
eight-pound  cases  and  Is  worth  ap- 
proximately $6,358,000,  according  to 
a  statement  issued  today  by  Major 
J.  A.  Motherwell,  chief  supervisor 
of  fisheries.  The  average  annual 
value  of  the  pack  from  1925  to  1930 
was  $11,223,000. 

The  1932  totals  represent  an  In- 
crease in  quantity  of  395.927  cases, 
and  an  increase  In  value  of  $1,150,000 
over  those  of  1931. 

"Variation  in  the  demand  for  cer- 
tain varieties  is  reflected  in  the 
packs  of  the  last  few  years,"  Major 
Motherwell  states.  "While  there  is 
always  a  demand  for  sockeye.  the 
market  for  other  varieties  Is  subject 
to  greater  fluctuation  and  the  pack 
of  these  fish,  from  year  to  year,  de- 
pends to  a  large  extent  on  market 
changes." 

DRAINS  LIGHT 

Conservation  conditions  are  good, 
the  supervisor  explains,  due  to  light 
drain  on  the  runs  in  the  last  two 
years.  This  has  permitted  a  large 
percentage  of  fish  to  get  up  to  the 
spawning  grounds  and  Insures  ade- 
quate supplies  for  future  years,  when 
better  prices  may  be  expected,  he 
states. 

Drysalt  herring  pack  for  the  year 
amounted  to  12.054  tons,  compared 
with  33.975  for  1931.  Major  Mother- 
well attributes  this  to  unsettled 
marketing  conditions  in  the  Orient, 
where  a  large  portion  of  the  pack 
Is  sold

Several  months  ago.  one  of  the 
white  Empress  liners  of  the  Cana- 
dian Pacific  fleet  leaving  Victoria 
had  a  shipment  of  bees  aboard— 400 
hives  of  them.  When  they  were  put 
aboard  the  vessel,  visions  of  the 
rapid  growth  of  a  bee-culture  indus- 
try in  British  Columbia  wefe  seen 
by  certain  interested  individuals, 
and  there  was  considerable  publicity 
given  to  this  particular  shipment, 
which  has  sln~e  been  the  subject  of 
much  Ill-feeling  on  the  part  of  Chi- 
nese bee -raisers  in  the  Orient,  re- 
sulting In  considerable  loss  to  the 
owner,  according  to  advices  arriving 
here  on  the  Ss.  Empress  of  Japan 
on  Tuesday. 

It  was  determined,  after  the  bees 
had  arrived  on  the  other  side,  that 
foreigners  will  not  be  allowed  to 
raise  bees  or  engage  in  the  bee 
business  in  the  interior  of  Kwang- 
tung  Province,  according  to  a  ruling 
of  the  Kwangtung  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment The  law  was  enacted  dur- 
ing December  on  the  recommenda- 
im  sne>  nyresiry  ana  Agricul- 
tural Bureau,  Bureau  for  the  Exam- 
ination of  Commercial  Commodities, 
and  the  School  of  Agriculture  of  the 
Sun  Yat-Sen  University. 

AT  STANDSTILL 
Thus  a  praiseworthy  Industry  has 
been  brought  to  a  standstill.  AH  the 
forces  of  the  Kwangtung  Govern- 
ment have  been  combined  to  re- 
strain the  activities  of  Mr.  Rlddell, 
who  must  keep  his  honey-gatherers 
In  a  treaty  port  If  he  keeps  them  In 
China  at  all 

It  was  at  the  solicitation  of  one 
of  the  staff  of  the  Chungshan  Uni- 
versity that  Mr.  Rlddell  took  the 
bees  to  China,  for  the  university 
wanted  to  see  the  possibilities  In 
raising  new  varieties  in  scientific 
fashion  in  the  Orient.  But,  the  uni- 
versity professor  lost  his  Job.  and 
the  obligation  to  the  one  who  had 
been  urged  to  come  all  the  way  to 
China  and  Invest  thousands  of  dol- 


lars for  the  upbuilding  of  industry 
In  Canton,  was  forgotten. 

VALUABLE  BEES 

Quartered  near  the  stately  pagoda 
east  of  Llngan  University,  these 
bees,  the  best  that  money  could  buy. 
part  of  the  year  cannot  find  enough 
to  eat.  Investigation  has  proved 
that  when  food  Ls  scarce  they  must 
be  kept  In  the  Tungkoon  district. 
That  is  where  the  native  keepers 
have  their  busy  bee  workers;  and 
Jealousy,  rankling  In  the  breasts  of 
those  competitors,  has  brought  out 
the  worst  that  Is  in  them.  Libelous 
articles  have  been  circulated  in 
Cantons  scandal  sheets,  which 
have  so  exceeded  the  bounds  of 
propriety  as  to  say  that  the  bees  of 
the  foreigner  Rlddell  are  diseased; 
that  he  brought  In  his  bees  pre- 
tending that  his  sole  object  was  to 
run  an  experimental  farm  and,  hav- 
ing thus  evaded  the  payment  of 
duty,  he  ls  now  cutting-  the  throats 
of  the  native  bee  farmers. 

Shortsightedly.  Kwantungs  of- 
ficials have  ruled  against  Mr.  Rld- 
dell. Evidently  he  can  keep  his  bees 
in  Canton;  he  may  not  take  them 
outside  of  a  treaty  port.  His  money, 
dissipated  by  Chungshan  Univer- 
sity, makes  no  difference  Compe- 
tition against  the  natives  must  be 
stopped.

SEEKS  MANDATE  AGAIN 
President  de  Valera  will  open  his 
campaign  tomorrow  night  with  a 
meeting  on  the  college  green  In 
Dublin.  He  has  already  said  he 
hopes  to  gain  renewal  of  the  man- 
date of  last  year,  which  he  con- 
sidered gave  his  Government  a 
right  to  withhold  land  annuity 
payments  from  the  Bank  of  Eng- 
land. 

The  President  said  also  his  na- 
tional and  economic  programme 
would  not  be  changed.  This  was 
taken  to  mean  he  would,  If  elected, 
continue  efforts  to  make  the  Free 
State  virtually  self-supporting  as 
far  as  the  necessities  of  life  are 
concerned,  and  that  he  would  con- 
tinue to  withhold  the  land  annuity 
payments. 

COSGBAVE  PLATFORM 
Mr.  Cosgrave's  platform,  in  which 
the  Laborites  were  believed  to  con- 
cur, calls  for  cessation  of  economic 
warfare  with  the  United  Kingdom, 
brought  on  largely  by  the  Pn 
dent's  attitude  regarding  the  annu- 
ities, and  for  conclusion  of  an 
Anglo-Irish  trade  pact  wh,ich  the 
annuities  question  rendered  impos- 
sible at  last  Summer  s  Ottawa  Eco- 
nomic Conference.

NOISE  AND  HEALTH 
For  some  years  you  have  been 
familiar  with  the  signs  adjoining 
hospitals  requesting  that  all  un- 
necessary noise  be  prevented  The 
thought  of  course,  la  thst  sick 
people  are  bound  to  receive  harm, 
as  noise  will  definitely  Injure  the 
nervous  system,  and  often  It  is  the 
nervous  system,  the  ability  of  the 
Individual  to  keep  up  his  hope  for 
life,  that  gives  the  battle  a  favor- 
•ble  turn. 

However,  the  thinking  world  dis- 
covered some  years  ago  thst  noise 
can  harm  even  heslthy  people,  and 
that  noise  can  lessen  the  ability  to 
by  as  much  as  40 
per  cent. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Associ- 
ation for  the  Advancement  of 
Science  held  in  London  some  weeks 
ago,  It  was  shown  that  serious 
thought  must  be  given  to  the  pro* 
ventlon  of  noise,  or  the  health  of 
the  nation  will  suffer  greatly 

Among  the  suggestions  are  that 
before  trying  to  manufacture  walls, 
windows,  doors,  with  soundproof 
qualities,  s  real  effort  should  be 
made  to  stop  all  unnecessary  noise 
—automobile  horns.  automobile 
brakes,  motorcycles,  factory  and 
locomotive  whistles,  and  aT 
carts  or  wagons. 

There  must  always  be  i 
easary  noise,  and  means  must  be 
taken  to  lessen  its  effects  hum  the 


lightness  and  thinness,  the  evils  of 
which  are  painfully  apparent  to 
dwellers  In  apartment  houses  and 
those  living  In  the  newer  houses. 

The  best  means  of  preventing 
noise  is  to  have  a  double  wall  with 
no  connecting  cross  ties.  This  Is 
on  the  same  principle  as  the  ther- 
mos bottle  which  keeps  out  heat 
and  cold . 

As  you  know,  noise  strikes  your 
nerves,  and  they  In  turn  tighten 
all  your  muscles  whether  you  notice 
It  or  not.  This  tightening  of  your 
muscles  tires  you  the  same  as  if 
you  were  working  or  exercising, 
prevents  close  attention  to

Five-Day  Basis  Inaugurated 
Here  in  Common  With  All 
Other  Union  Shops 


In  common  with  every  union  shop 
throughout  Canada  and  the  United 
States,  printers  In  Victoria  are  now 
working  on  a  voluntary  five-day 
week  basis,  It  was  announced 
yesterday  by  officials  of  the  local 
branch  of  the  International  Typo- 
graphical Union. 

Early  last  December  a  vote  was 
taken  of  all  union  printers  and  It 
was  decided  by  30,000  votes  to  18.000 
to  go  on  the  five-day  week  system 
as  a  step  toward  relieving  the  un- 
employment situation  In  the  print- 


As  a  result  of  this  action,  prac- 
tically all  printers  in  most  centres 
who  have  been  idle  will  recieve 
about  four  days  work  a  week  and 
In  some  Instances  will  recieve  five 
days  work  a  week. 

In  order  to  relieve  this  unem- 
ployment situation  the  printers  have 
voluntarily  taken  an  eighteen  per 
cent  cut  in  their  pay  by  giving 
up  one  day's  work  each  week.  This
